On February 2, 1976, contact with U. S. Secret Service, 
Houston, Harris County Sheriff's Office, and Houston Police 
Department - Criminal Intelligence Division, revealed that 
their investigations had failed to identify any subjects. 

Indices checks at Bureau Headquarters, Houston 
Division, and other field offices of the FBI failed to 
develop any additional information on Veterans Against 
Communist Sympathizers (V.A.C.S.). 

To date no additional notes have been received 
at KDOG-TV and no additional information regarding V.A.C.S. 
has come to the attention of the Houston Division. 

On February 3, 1976, this matter was discussed 
with Assistant U. S. Attorney Jadk O'Donnell, Houston, who 
stated that no further investigation is warranted.
